Placed Under Ground

The first telegraphic dispatch was sent in
1844, It announced the result of the Whig
cocvention at Baltimore, which nominated
Henry Clay for President and Theodore
Frelinghuysen for Viee President of the
TUnited States. Theonly telegraph line then
in existence extended from Washington
to Anpapolis Junction. A number of people
who had attended the convention were on
their way back to Washingion, and when
they stopped at Annapolis Junetion, they
senut o dispateh to the Capital, ssying: “Clay
bas been nominated.”

“0Of course Clay has been nominated,™
said the people in Washington, “‘we koew
beforehand that he would be. Your tele-
graph trick is too thin."

Nobody believed that transmission by
telegraph was an accomplished fact. Pretty
soon another dispateh was received ssyving
“Frelinghuvsen was nominated lor Vice
President.”

FRELINGHUYSEN CONVINOED THEM.
“Who is Frelinghuysen?" everrbody
seked. Nobody seemed to know bim.
When the train reached Washington, the
doubters lonund out that the telegraph had
announced the ticket correctly. It was that
incident which Srsi gave 1taith in the tele-
graph. The firmt, dispatch that be-
tween Baltimore and Washington was sent
by Prof. Morse from the former eity to the

residest of the United States, I3t read:

Glory to God in the highrst. Pasce on earth;
good wiil to all men,

When lines were first opened from Port-
lapd, Me., to Portland, Ore., it cost §16 to
send & tes-word message between the two
points. The rate is now §1. In fact, that
is the mazimam rate between any points in
the conntry,. When Ezrs Cornell opened
the first telegraph office in New York, he
lived on one meal » day and slept in the
office to save expenses. To add to his meager
income, he charged everybody who wanted
to look at the instrument 10 cents. Those
were precarious days for the telegraph.
From 1544 to 1853 no company made money.
Rates were low and patrons were searce, 1
csn remember when the office at Rochester,
X_ Y., had to remit to theJlffcago offiee to
mwuke up the deficiency there. Now the
Chicago office turns in $60,000 a month.
Its gross receints are §55,000, It was Ezra
Corpell who built the Srst teleg—aph line.
He was the iounder of Cornell University.
Ex-Governor Alonzo B. Cornell is his son.

The first wires that were tried were cop-
per, 1 think, But it was found that while
they were a better conductor than the iron
wires they were oot strong ecough,
slest colliected on them they broke down.
Now, however, hard copper wires are pro-
Avced which will bear the strain, Copper
wire about one-fifth the weight of iron will
give the same conductivity. In other
& copper wire, weighing 150 pounds toythe
mile, in 6s g a conductor as& No. 4 jron
wire weighing 750 pounds to the mile. Itis
only within the last six years that copper
wire could be produced that was wirong
enoach for telegraph purposes.

FIEST LINE WAS UNDERGROUND.

It was s rather curious fuct thst when the
buildingof the first telegraph lice was de-
gun, the wire was laid undergronnd. Con-
siruction was begun at Washington, and
when the live reached Bladensburg, a dis-
tunce of 12 miles from the Capitai, the in-
sulation failed. Prof, Morse saw that the
plan which had been adopted was a failore.
Mr, Corpell had dug e trench in which
the wire was laid, by meaus of & sharp plow
drawn by fouror five vokeof oxen. He
purposely steered the plow against s rock
mnd broke it. Then a new plan was adopted,
Iosulstors were procured, and the wires
were strung on poles. Bladeosburg, where
the plow wns broken, is, by the war, his-
toric ground. It was a great duelin,
ploce. 1t was there that Henry Clay an
Jobn Randolph fought. It was there also
that Jonathan Cillwrz‘. of Connecticut, tell
beiore the rifie of W. J. Graves, of Een-

tucky.
SFEVICE OF THE PRESS

The New York Herald was tbe first news-

per to patronize the telegraph largely.

4 obe otcasion an important event oe-
curred st Buffslo which the Heraid wished
to report fulty. There was only one wire
working through betwern Bufifale and New
York. The Herald correspondent filed che
Bible us a message, and wold the operator to
start io at Genoesis and send until other
maiter was furnished to tuke its place. The
Herold man, of course, wanted to monopo-
lige the wire. The overator was in doubt if
he o‘nfh: to conntepance this proceeding.
He telegrapbed to the superintendent lor
instroctions. The superintendent replied
that there was evidently o intention to
publish the Bible, and the operntor must
take dispatches in good faith as they were
hended io, and transmit them in theirorder.
The trick of the Herald was a clever one,
bat the telegraph company could not be a
confederate.

In those days the rates to newspapers were
shount cne-hal! the rates for comwercial mes-
sages. Ther are now about one-third by day
and one-iourth by night for specials on ac-
count o! the immense business done by the
press. The messages of the several press as-
sociations sre dropped at a great number of
places, and for such drops the charges are
one-fourth the esmmercial rates for dsy and
one-eighth for night reports.

THE FIRST XEWS ORGANIZATION.

The first organization for supplying news
to the newspapers was conducted by D. H.
CUraig. His messages giving direolions for
the sending of news were seut free and won
for him the title smong the operstors of
“Desd Heod Craig.” The term “dead head””
did not, bowever, originate with Mr. Craig.
Mr. Craig was the first to make & specialty
of foreigo pews. He had reporters who
boarded vesscls off Newfoundlaud snd sent
their news thus obtained by carrier pigeons,
The messuges maached New York some four
deys in advance of the teamers

It was not believed possibie 1o use s tele-
graph wire jor sending messages in two
directions simultanecounsly until 1871 or
1872, Now, by the use of quadruplex in-
struments, four messsges can be sent at
opece—iwo in each direction. Twe multi.
plex devices bave been arranged, but they
sre pot successful. Ooe will send eight
messages efich way ucross & room, but it will
not work in sepding messages between Now
York and Boston. The Wheatstone instru-
meut punches messages through & sheet of
which is subsequeatly ground
through the machine. The messages are
written out ot the point where received.
The ¥ heatstone works with » wvery light
current. Cur lines bave been working with
Wheststone iustruments to San Fraocisco
through 20 miles of snow piled up ten feet
shove the tops of the poles. This could pot
be done with the Morse instruments,

OPEEATORS DELIVERED THE MESSAGES.
In the old days the operators delivered

much business but that they could uttend
to the de]itui;u.

to be deciphered and written ont afterward.
Several claim to have been the first to re._
celve messages by sound. Certainly several
discovered about the same time that mes-
sages could be taken'by sound, and all are
undoubtedly bonest in their claim. Ex-

take dispatches by sound. He was an op-
erator at Utica, N. Y., and made the dis
covery while talking over the wire with his
uncle, 0, 8. Wood, the Superintendent of
the Montreal Tel h Company, who was
at an instrument in Montreal. James F.
Leosuanrd, un operitor at Louisville, Ky., now
dead, used to think he was the first to re-
ceive by sound. He was the first that T
kuew of to do it.

When the first cable was laid it came to
Cape Raco, near St. Johns, Newioundland.
The Newfoundland Telegraph Company
had a cable scross the Buy of Newioundland
snd the telegraph line was extended to meet
it. The ice in the Bay of Newfoundiand
caused so much trouble with the cable that
the eable compuny was obliged to buy out
the telegraph company, whose wires con-
nected with its line, and tear down the
wires, The Atlantic cable was thea brought
down to Cape Breton, between the Guli of
Canso snd the Gul! ot St. Lawrence, where
& conpection was made with land lines.

REVENTE GREATER WITH LOW RATES.

The development of the cable business has
very great. The gross revenues from
the csbles are now much larger than they
were four years ago, when the rate to Eu-
rope was 50 cents & word. The present rate
is 25 cents, but pot s0 many messages are
sent a5 when the rate was 12 cents.
Wouen the Atlantic cable was laid
in 1866, it was s surprise to every-
body that it worked. The first cable laid
in 1561 did mot work. New means had to
be i to work the second cable.
W heatstone, the inventor of the W hesatstone
telegranh instrument, devised the needle
instrument for the eable. This instrument
hus since been improved, and is now called
the mirror instrument. Formerly cne oper-
ator read the message as it was received and
another copled it. Now one operator can
receive and copy a message. At first no
esble could work a greater distance than 600
miles. Now a cable will work 1,400 or 1,500
miles.

At first $100 was for sending s
message of ten words or less by cable, The
rate dropped first to $50, then to $25 snd then
to $5. Then §1 a word was the rate fors
long time. There are at present too many
cables beiween Americs and Europe. Five
oould do the work as well as the ten that are
in existence, for all may be wrkg d;pgx.

GEEENSBURG, February 16.—Thomas
Eckman, of the Soutbside, Pittsburg, and
s glass worker here, mades most miraculous
escape from death at the passenger station
hmthinnminﬁ; He attempted 10 board a
moving train, when he missed his footing
and fell under the train.
